Thirty of the 150 members of Com- 


pany D, HOta Infantry, who left Con- 
aellavilic the night of September 7, 
1917, were with the old command on 
December 1 last, according to a report 
received by Laeutenr.nt John L«. Kob- 
iason ot Uniontown, who was invalid- 
ed home. The report compiled by the 
company clerk and sent through Lieu- 
tenant J. Montgomery Dilworth shows 
that 12 of the command from this sec- 
tion were killed, 44 woundfid and 42 
transferred. Two are known to have 
died of wounds. The remainder are 
accounted for as sick in hospitals or 
in hospitals with no indication as to 
the reason, or discharged. 


There are some Inaccuracies, For 


instance the name oC Corporal Lloyd 
Fred Daniels is carried among thosa 
who are in hospitals for treatment for 
wounds recel" ed in action. The War 
Department a long time ago reported 
Daniels dead and a gold star Cor him 
appears on the service flag at the 
Christian church.
